since the revelations made by Export Ac- 
countant Edward P. Keshner, tho greater 
is tho astonishment that tho peculiar 
financiering methods of the latu state 
treasurer should hare exercised for so 
many years without'exolting suspicion. 
The Ramsay bank, organized with tho 
insignificant capital of §4,500, was used 
for years for tho purpose of concealing thu 
majority of these shady transactions. 
Tho deposits grew from year to year until 
they reached •aO'xt|io time of Ramsay's 
denth $133.01)0. From the bank's record 
it transpires Ramsay was associated with 
his brother, E. S. Ramsay, in iv specula- 
tion in oil. This occurred iu 1B81. 
In, 


the settlement of this transaction the 
amount involved, which aggregates *!«,- 
458, is easily disposed of. It is simply 
charged to the bank; In other words, tho 
depositors paid for tho experience in oil 
trading thus obtained. 
December 13, 


1881, a time deposit certificate for 81,300 
was issued to E. S. Ramsay, with 8 per 
cent interest from date, on the stub of 
which is written., "This certificate of do- 
posit is given to secure E. S. Ramsay on 
note given by him for tho use of R. X. 
Ramsay to Dr. Meyer," showing that E. 
S. RaniRuy had borrowed tho money for 
tho bank. 


May 5, 1894, tbe bank's cash balance 


hue) been out of line for several mouths 
preceding. On that dav "additions" wore 
charged amounting to $70,000. The same 
amount was deposited to the individual 
credit of Rufus N. Ramsay, which forces 
the general balances again into lino In 
this unique manner. 


After Ramsay's election, as state treas- 


urer, his individual account at tho Ram- 
say bank,which previously had been ovcr- 
draV.n, often exceeding $50,000, assumed 
uu entirely different coloring. After Jan- 
uary 10,18»3, ho had balances to his cred- 
it of amounts oltenjoaching the $100,000 
mark. 


It is well known that Ramsay was a 


stanch believer in life insurance. Hlspol- 
icles at tho timo of his death amounted to 
$30,000. Tho amount paid on insurance 
premiums approximates 88,000. W. H. 
Nichols and Louella Nichols, two of tho 
bunk's creditors, filed suit to recover the 
premiums, alleging Oiut. Ramsay was in- 
solvent and that the premiums w^sre paid 
illegally by Ramsay, claiming that ho 
was insolvent. The other creditors have 
instituted suit to recover tbe entire 880,- 
*000, which has been paid to tho dead 
treasurer's family. The cause of action is 
based on th& following extract from tbo 
statutes of Illinois: 


"Kvcry gift, grant, conveyance, assign- 


ment or transfer of: or charge upon any 
estate, real or personal, or right, or thing 
in action, or any rent or profit thereof, 
made with intent to disturb, delay, hin- 
der or defraud creditors or other persons, 
and every bond or other evidence of debt 
given, suit commenced, decree of juag- 
'ment suffered with, like, intent, shall be 
void, as against such creditors, purohas; 
ersaiidother persons."

T!he St. touls Bridges. 


The Bads bridge was "built on 


rock and was regarded as invulnerable as 
a fortress, capable of bearing almost any 
weight and withstanding the force of any 
Hood or wind. It consisted of three grace-1 
ful arches of steel each 520 feet in length. I 
Huge piles of-inasonry rest on tho orig- 
inal rook and the bases of' tho piers are 
from 91 to 127 feet below the high water 
mark. 
The masonry in the bridge meas- 


ured 89,000 cubic yards, tho iron.work 
weighed B,:!00,000 pounds and the steel 
arches came within tw>thirds of that 
weight. The bridge is two stories high, 
the first story being occupied by four rail- 
road tracks and the second forming a j 
wide drive and street car track, with two 
broad footways between bt. Louis and 
East St. Louis 
Between its abutments 


the bridge is 2,225 fret long, and it» clear- 
ance above high water is fltty-flve feet. 


It took seven years to build it and jt 


was completed in 1874 


The St. Louis bridge was designed by 


Captain James B. Eads, the eminent civil 
engineer, who also built the jetties at tho 
mouth of the Mississippi river. It is 
owned by the Gould Railroad combina- 
tion and is one of the finest and most 
costly structures of its kind in tho world. 


The construction of the Merchants' 


bridge was commenced in 1887 and was 
completed in 1890. It is a handsome light 
structure of immense strength. The piers 
rest ori hard limestone rock and the cais- 
sons are solidly packed with concrete. 
Thl clear height in the center of the cen 
tral span ia fifty-two feet above high wa- 
ter. 
The entire structure is of steel, ex- 


cept pedestals and ornamental pnrtu, the 
teal being requiretUto stand an ultimate 
ensile strain of «8,000 pounds a square

Kulers Assassinated During the Century. 


London News: The Shah was the eigh- 


teenth sovereign or head of a state assassjir 
nuted in this century. It was tbo Em- 
peror Paul, murdered in 1801 by palace 
conspirators, who led off. Kext came tbo 
Sultan Selim, in 1808. There was then » 
long interval, \extendiug to 1831, when 
Capodistrias, president o£ the provisional 
government of Greece, was shot »t and 
then dispatched by a blow from a yata- 
ghan at Nauplia. At the end of another 
interval, extending to 1854, the Dukooi 
Parma was assassinated.

The turn of transatlantic presidents 


began with the president ot Hnyti in 1859. 
The South American series included Col. 
Balto, president of Peru, in 1872; Moreno, 
president of Ecuador, in the same year, 
and his successor, Guttiercz, in 1878. 
President Lincoln was the first North 
American president to be assassinated; 
Abdul Aziz was bled to death in » warm 
batlifin 1874; President Gnrfield was shot 
in 1881, and Alexander I. was blown up 
in 1881.
